The  Caurt  And  Continuity

James  M.  Beck  in  his  -  respected  hook.  The -Constitution'*  of 
the  United  Ktates,  has  likened  the  Supreme  Court  to  a  continuing 
constitutional  convention,  revising  and'  applying  tbe  Constitution 
to  keep  it  alive  and  vibrant  The  point  is  stresiod  in  another 
admirable  current  book.  The  Supreme  Court  Speaks  by  Jerre 
S.  Williams,  professor  of  law  in  the  University  of  Texas,  just  is¬ 
sued  by  the  University's  Press.  The  rationale  f'lr  this  position 
of  the  Court  is  that  ours  is  not  a  frozen  constitution,  or  petrified 
instrument  beyond  change;  but  it  is  subject  to  alteration  as 
shou'n  by  the  fact  of  some  twenty-two  progrefafFTrinendments. 
TTie  assertion  ts  further  ttluminated  by  the  obvloas  fact  that  the 
Court  is  never  completely  isolated  from  its  social  environment, 
unresponsive  to,  social  change,  hence  cannot  escipe  the  storms 
of  sociological  conflict.  The  marvel  Is  that  the  Coort  has  so  well 
preserved  its  august  continuity,  both  in  functious  and  in  the 
general  trend  and  unbroken  tenor  of  its  rulinga. 

Not  Ruled  By  Fixations 

Perhaps  it  will  be  agreed  by  most  that  this  dual  aspect  of 
the  Court’s  judgments  occasions  both  assurance  and  anxiety. 
Assurance  in  that  the  fundamentals  in  the  American  aystem 
will  be  preserved;  anxiety  lest  changes  in  the  culture  of  our 
society  and  legal  conformity  to  them  may  ultimately  sliake  the 
foundation  principles.  I  am  not  here  contempiatiiig  the  progres¬ 
sion  of  the  Court  from  the  doctrine  . of  separate  but -equal  pro¬ 
visions  fof’lhe  Nipgroes.  ruled  in  1896.  to  its  direction  fn  1954  for 
desegregation.  I  shall  presently  indicate  another  phase  of  this 
problem  in  resjMict  to  the  Constitution's  Bill  of  Rights. 

Awareness  of  this  problem  came  with  a  shock  a  fewj'ears 
ago  when  the  book  editor  of  one  of  .\ew  York's  leading  publish¬ 
ing  firms  told  me  that  he  fully  expected  the  preyalent  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  church-state  separation  in  the  United  States  to  yield 
to  the  older  European  concept.  Seven  years’  serx'lce  as  executive 
director  of  the  Baptist  Joint  Committee  On  Putilic  Affairs  In 
Washington,  D.  C.  acutely  alerted  me  to  this  threat.  A  masterly,

The  Steadfast  Threat 

In  the  face  of  this,  however,  we  behold  one  church  oblivious 
of  the  full  freedom  freely  granted  It,  pressing  for  the  capture 
of  America  and  openly  declaring  its  desire  for  tax  support,  also 
for  governmental  recognition  through  special  favors.  In  order 
to  make  its  appeals  effective  that  church  is  seeking  and  to  a 
large  degree  has  obtained,  a  dominant  infltienre  in  a  dozen  or 
more  of  the  most  active  factors  in  the  making  of  Am'erlcan  cul¬ 
ture,  such  as  much  of  the  press,  many  theaters,  labor  organlza- 
tiona,  and  so  forth. 

True,  many  voices  are  uplifted  for  tbe  maintenance  of  the 
Supreme  Court’s  sustained  construction  of  the  Constitution.  It 
1*  hear.ening  that  the  White  House  Conference  on  Education, 
composed,  of  some  1800.  representatives  from  the  states  aiid  ter¬ 
ritories  of  the  United  States,  early  this  year  overwhelmingly 
pronounced  againat  tax  appropriations  for  sectarian  schools,  thus 
rebuking  the  claims  made  for  such  by  Abe  Roman  Catholic  bi¬ 
shops  and  cardlnala  in  Washington  last  November. 

'The  Constitu'iioh  of  tfie  United  States  decisred  against  any 
religious  tesl  belnj!  Imrnkctl  for  holding  public  offiw  a  pfotee- 
lion  whu  li  ne  hall  as  being  righteous  and  greatly  to  be  desired. 
But  this  does  not  mean  that  eilizons  who  are  loyal  to  the  Consti¬ 
tution  will  vote  fw  a  man  to  assume  office  who  brings  to  it  a 
roncept  and  an  obligation  contrary  to  the  Constitution.  Roman 
Ca^ollc  Alfred  K.  Smith,  when  nominated  for  the  presidency  in 
192*.  realized  this  was  true,  and  he  thought  to  reassure  the 
county,  by  making  a  sati.sfartory  statement  concerning  his 
Americanism.  Unfortunately  a  succession  of  statements  later  fol¬ 
lowed  from  the  Vatican  which  completely  nrgaUd  what  Smith 
had  affirmed.  The  Kncycllcal,  Caati  Connubli.  issued'  by  Plus  XI, 
December  31.  1930.  without  mentioning  names,  offteiallyi.  and 
wltbouLqualification  repudiated  the  Smith  credo  of:  192*  In  tote.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.— (BNS) 
—Men  who  violate  the  Selective 
Service  Act  because  of  religious 
objections  to  military  duty  and 
alternative  civilian  service  are 
receiving  heavier  sentences 
from  federal  courts  thari  those 
who  defy  the  law  merely  to 
evade  service,  the  Natiotpal  Ser¬ 
vice  Board  for  Religious  Objec¬ 
tors  charged  here. 

The  agency  said  that,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  Federal  Bureau  of 
t’risons  report,  the  average 
sentence  of  men  who  violated 
the  ^aft  act  for  other  than 
conscientious  objection  last  year 
was  20.9  months,  as  against  32.3 
for  JeBovalTs  Witnesses,  31. E 
for  other  religious  objectors  and 
43.6  for  objectors  who  did  not 
claim-religious  affiHatkm.^ - 

However,  sentences  imposed 
on  Selective  Service  violators 
were  lower  in  1955  than  in  prev¬ 
ious  years,  averaging  23.5
